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This is a decision on the petition filed on 18 June, 2010, requesting pursuant to 37 C.F.R §1 182 
that the acceptance of the terminal disclaimer filed 3 1 March, 2003, be withdrawn 



NOTE : 

Buried, submarined, in one paragraph among approximately 1 14 pages of Petitioner's 
papers —is the suggestion that Petitioner not only expressly requests withdrawal of a 
terminal disclaimer pursuant to 37 C.F.R §1.182, but also seeks outside of the appropriate 
rule a patent term extension. 1 

Such a practice is inappropriate. 2 

Petitioner may plead appropriately as to withdrawal of the terminal disclaimer and 
Petitioner may plead appropriately for relief as to term extension. 

And Petitioner shall be express from the outset as to his intents. 



The petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R §1.182 is DISMISSED .

The guidance in the Commentary at MPP §1490 provides in pertinent part: 

**# 

VII. WITHDRAWING A RECORDED TERMINAL DISCLAIMER 
If timely requested, a recorded terminal disclaimer may be withdrawn before the 
application in which it is filed issues as a patent, or in a reexamination proceeding, before 
the reexamination certificate issues. After a patent or reexamination certificate issues, it is 
unlikely that a recorded terminal disclaimer will be nullified. 

A> Before Issuance Of Patent 

While the filing and recordation of an unnecessary terminal disclaimer has been 
characterized as an "unhappy circumstance" in In re Jentoft, 392 F.2d 633, 157 USPQ 
363 (CCPA 1968), there is no statutory prohibition against nullifying or otherwise can- 
celing the effect of a recorded terminal disclaimer which was erroneously filed before the 
patent issues. *>Because< the terminal disclaimer would not take effect until the patent is 
granted, and the public has not had the opportunity to rely on the terminal disclaimer, 
relief from this unhappy circumstance may be available by way of petition or by refiling 
the application (other than by refiling it as a CPA). 

Under appropriate circumstances, consistent with the orderly administration of the 
examination process, the nullification of a recorded terminal disclaimer may be addressed 
by filing a petition under 37 CFR §1.182 requesting withdrawal of the recorded terminal 
disclaimer. Petitions seeking to reope n the question of the propriety of the double 
patenting rejection that prompted the filing of the terminal disclaimer have not been 
favorably considered. The filing of a continuing application other than a CPA, while 
abandoning the application in w hich the terminal disclaimer has been filed, will typically 
nullify the effect of a terminal disclaimer. The filing of a Req uest for Continued 
Examination ( RCE) of an application under 37 CFR $ 1 .1 14 will not nullify the effect of a 
terminal disclaimer. *>because < a new application has not been filed, but rather 
prose cution has been continued in the existing application . (Emphasis supplied.) 



Moreover, Petitioner's discussion makes clears that Petitioner expressly determined as to 
prosecution strategy to submit the terminal disclaimer notwithstanding Petitioner's own beliefs 
that the disclaimer was unnecessary. 3 

At this writing, the history of conflict as to Petitioner's representations/intentions herein and the 
Examiner's lack of concurrence make the withdrawal of the 31 March, 2003, TD inappropriate.
